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Schools facing cuts in 
funding deal - unions

SCHOOLS across Suffolk and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire could find themselves 
with a big reduction in funding if 
Government plans go ahead. 

The Department for Education 
(DfE) has been consulting on intro¬ 
ducing a ‘fairer funding formula’ for 
all schools in England from 2018/19. 

According to the National Union 
of Teachers, many schools across 
Newmarket and the region would 
see funding boosted by the planned 
reforms, but due to the increase in 
the number of pupils and costs, 
schools would see their income 
drop. 

Newmarket Academy looks to 
be among the worst affected in 
the area, with an estimated loss of 
£133,591 by 2019, meaning £222 less 
per pupil. 

It is also estimated that the school 
could lose out on four teachers as a 
result of the cuts. 

Graham White, secretary of the 
National Union of Teachers in Suf¬ 
folk, said: “The government is being 
disingenuous with its use of statis¬ 
tics. It is factually correct that they 
are putting more money into edu¬ 
cation. What they are failing to tell 
people is the number of pupils have 
risen significantly - so the reality is 
that per pupil, real time funding has 
been cut by around 10 per cent.

“If you cut funding by 10 per cent, 
the only way that schools can save 
money is to get rid of teaching staff 
or reducing funding available for 
pupils. 

“They’ve also totally ignored in¬ 
flation and the fact that school costs 
have gone up. It’s called ‘how to lie 
with statistics’.” 

The National Funding Formula 
was announced by Education Sec¬ 
retary Justine Greening last year. 

A school cuts website has been 
launched by the unions where say 
how much funding local schools are 
set to lose. 

It draws on findings from a De¬ 
cember 2016 National Audit Of¬ 
fice (NAO) report which found that 
mainstream schools in England 
would need to find £3 billion of sav¬ 
ings by 2019-20, to counteract cost 
pressures. 

This includes inflation for schools, 
which will amount to 8.7 per cent 
over the lifetime of the current par¬ 
liament. 

Unions found that the impact on 
Suffolk is an estimated reduction of 
£25,060,985, which is -£281 per pu¬ 
pil and a loss of 672 teachers. 

They said Cambridgeshire looks 
to lose out on £26,995,480, which 


is -£356 per pupil and a loss of 724 
teachers. 

A DfE spokesperson said: “On 
sites such as schoolcuts.org, NUT 
and ATL ignore the fact that pupil 
numbers - nationally and in many 
schools - are rising. 

“Because per pupil funding is pro¬ 
tected at current rates, this means 
more money in our schools. 

“Overall - taking per pupil fund¬ 


ing and rising pupil numbers to¬ 
gether - the school budget will be 
maintained in real terms in this par¬ 
liament. 

“This analysis uses NAO figures 
on cost pressures on per pupil fund¬ 
ing, but the same report goes on to 
say that schools should be able to 
make the necessary cost savings 
without affecting educational out¬ 
comes.”

High Court to 
rule on homes

A DECISION on proposals 
for hundreds of new homes 
in Newmarket could be an¬ 
nounced next month. 

The High Court will be 
deciding on Lord Derby’s 
proposals for 400 homes at 
Hatchfield Farm on April 4 
and 5. It is estimated that 
the court decision will follow 
two to four weeks later. 

The proposals were reject¬ 
ed by Sajid Javid, Minister 
for the Department of Com¬ 
munities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment, in September last 
year - against the advice of 
the planning inspector and 
planning permission by For¬ 
est Heath District Council. 

Ford Derby, pictured, told 
the News: “At the High Court 
hearing we will be applying 
for the Secretary of State’s 
decision refusing planning 



permission to be quashed 
and subsequently re-deter¬ 
mined. 

“The inspector, who con¬ 
ducted a three week pub¬ 
lic inquiry, reported to the 
Secretary of State that plan¬ 
ning permission should be 
granted, which was also the 
view of Forest Heath District 
Council. 

“We remain of the view 
that Hatchfield Farm is a 
sustainable and logical place 
for new homes, which would 


be welcomed by many in the 
Newmarket community who 
are in need of housing.” 

Mr Javid said that the 
perception of harm to the 
Newmarket horseracing 
industry, caused by a view 
that increased traffic would 
“risk a horse being hurt” was 
enough to deny the contro¬ 
versial application. 

When asked about the 
Hatchfield Farm develop¬ 
ment, Cllr Andy Drummond, 
Mayor of Newmarket, said: 
“We don’t need those 400 
homes in Newmarket. 

“We’re very close to our 
housing target. The short¬ 
fall is only 150 houses in the 
whole of Forest Heath in the 
next 10 years. 

“It’s 15 houses per year 
that we’re short - and we’ll 
find those at windfall sites. 
There will be enough going 
on in the district to find 15 
homes in a year for the next 
few years.”

Landlord fined 
over fall at pub

A PUB landlord who 
breached health and safety 
law when one of his employ¬ 
ees broke his foot in a roof 
fall has been ordered to pay 
£ 2 , 000 . 

Richard Clarke, 59, who 
lives at The Green Man pub 
in Six Mile Bottom, told 
Cambridge magistrates that 
he should have explained the 
job in detail to the member 
of staff and better supervised 
the work on the first floor 
corrugated roof. 

He admitted breaching 
health and safety law 

Clarke’s employee had 
been working to correct a gap 
between the roof and a mar¬ 
quee which was to be used 
for an event in October 2015. 

The accident was reported 
to the Health and Safety Ex¬ 
ecutive under the Report¬ 
ing of Injuries, Diseases and 
Dangerous Occurrences 
Regulations (RIDDOR) and 
then passed to South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
for investigation. 

The council took action 


under part 2 of the Health 
and Safety at Work Act 1974. 

The magistrate gave the 
Clarke credit for his early 
guilty plea and for cooper¬ 
ating throughout the inves¬ 
tigation. Clarke was fined 
£750 for the health and safety 
breach and ordered to pay 
£1,500 council costs. 

Mike Hill, director of health 
and environmental services 
at the district council, said: 
“It is really important that 
businesses in the area have 
robust processes in place to 


make sure accidents at work 
are avoided. Employees de¬ 
serve nothing less. 

“It is unusual for us to need 
to take action against busi¬ 
nesses, but in this case it was 
the right thing to do as the 
consequences could have 
been even more severe than 
a broken foot.”

"Turning around an Ofsted result 
does not happen with ease and both 
schools should be congratulated for the 
evident efforts they have made to bring 
about such a positive outcome. 

"This encouraging progress will 
hopefully harbour a very positive 
attitude by all involved to continue on 
this journey. It was lovely to see how 
proud the pupils I met today are of 
their schools." 

Soham Village College turned its 


fortunes around after Ofsted inspectors 
said it was failing disadvantaged 
students in 2015. 

Inspectors had highlighted poor 
learning outcomes and absences for 
disadvantaged students, "double that of 
peers", as particular areas of concern. 

Head of school at Soham Village 
College, Jon Hampson, said: "I am 
very pleased by the formal recognition 
of the hard work and commitment of 
the students and staff at Soham Village 
College. 

"Attainment and progress measures 
placed the school in the top 25 per 
cent of schools in 2016 and Ofsted 
recently described our work to 
promote pupils' personal development 
and to support students as outstanding. 


Police chief welcomes 


new speeding fines 


THE Crime Commissioner for Suf¬ 
folk has welcomed an increase in 
fines for the most serious speeding 
offences, which looks to be enforced 
next month. 

According to the revised guide¬ 
lines by the Sentencing Guidelines 
Council, a driver caught doing 
41mph in a 20mph zone, or lOlmph 
on a motorway, could be fined 150 
per cent of their weekly income. 

This is a change from the normal 
speeding fine at 100 per cent of a 
driver’s weekly wage. 

However, the fine is limited to 
£1,000, so people earning more than 
around £47,000 will not pay more 
than that. 

Tim Passmore, Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Suffolk, told the News: “I 
am very pleased about the oppor¬ 
tunity for magistrates because we 
need to get the message across for 
excessive speed and excessive speed

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does kill.” 

When asked if the fines were 
enough, Mr Passmore said: “We’ll 
have to wait and see. 

“The excessive speed at Milden¬ 
hall of 154mph, the 133mph case 
near Bury, are examples of a need 
to reinforce or request the magis¬ 
trates look at some of the sentenc¬ 
ing, where such excessive speeds 
- which are irresponsible and inap¬ 
propriate - get a ban of a few weeks. 

“My own view is that someone 
going at 150mph, instead of getting 
a few weeks, should be banned for 
considerably longer.” 

The most serious cases that are 
subject to the rise include driving 41 
mph and above in a 20mph speed 
limit, 51 mph in a 30mph zone, 


66mph in a 40mph zone, 76-85mph 
in a 50mph zone, 91mph in a 60mph 
zone, and lOlmph in a 70mph zone. 

The number of speeding offences 
in Newmarket dropped by 18 per 
cent last year, according to data re¬ 
vealed under a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request. 

A total of 2,288 speeding offenc¬ 
es were recorded by police with 
‘manned-equipment’ in 2015, but 
that figure fell to 1,877 last year. 

The A14 saw 1,787 speeding of¬ 
fences in 2015, but 1,504 in 2016. 

There were 359 offences involving 
heavy-goods vehicles recorded in 
2015, which went down to 305 last 
year. 

There were six prosecuted cases 
of drivers going over the 1 OOmph 
limit in 2016. There were 20 the pre¬ 
vious year.

Over 160 homes 
are lying empty 


NEWMARKET has more than 
160 empty and unoccupied 
homes, according to data re¬ 
vealed by a Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request. 

More than 60 of the homes 
are classified as Tong term 
empty homes’ - some for 
more than 10 years. 

Forest Heath District 
Council says that it has tried 
“a higher charge of council 
tax” to bring properties back 
into use. 

Neil Harris, director of 
Cheffins in Newmarket, 
said: “The sheer numbers 
of dormant homes across 
the UK has been reported 
to be at its highest level for 
20 years, however I wouldn’t 
have expected that Newmar¬ 
ket would suffer with more 
dormant homes than other 
towns in East Anglia. 

“As an area with a short¬ 
age of stock, it’s possible 
that empty homes can cause 
more of an issue than in less 
popular locations. 

“Generally these dor¬ 
mant houses are second 
homes or vacant properties, 
sometimes where an owner 
has passed away or a fam¬ 
ily member hasn’t taken up

ownership of the house. 

“Equally it could be that 
Newmarket has a number of 
pied-a-terres which are used 
for racing and these must not 
be confused with homes that 
are genuinely empty.” 

The data shows that of the 
166 homes, 10 are classi¬ 
fied as empty, uninhabitable 
and/or are undergoing major 
development. 

There are 11 homes which 
belong to the racing indus¬ 
try. The rest are either flats or 
houses. 

Among the homes is 21 St 
Mary’s Square, Newmarket - 
which has been unused for 
13 years. 

Mr Harris said: “Newmar¬ 
ket is experiencing a cocktail 
of house price growth and 
a shortage of stock which is 
bringing these empty homes 
into the spotlight. 

“One solution would be for 
the council to take charge of 
dormant homes and make 
them available to let. 

“The New Homes Bonus 
has given councils the power 


to bring empty homes back 
into use and they do also have 
the option to impose coun¬ 
cil tax premiums on homes 
which have been empty for 
more than two years.” 

A district council spokes¬ 
man said: “The council has in 
recent year’s put in incentives 
to try to encourage owners of 
empty homes to bring them 
back into use. 

“This includes a higher 
charge of Council Tax ap¬ 
plied to properties that have 
been empty for longer than 
two year which means own¬ 
ers have to pay 150 per cent 
Council Tax. 

“We look to work with the 
owner where possible to 
encourage the property to 
come back into use and have 
a grant scheme available to 
support this work. 

“That said, where an owner 
will not engage and work with 
us, there are statutory pow¬ 
ers available to us, although 
these are our last resort.

Prioritise NHS 
staffing levels 

WINTER has not been kind to the 
health services and hard-working NHS 
staff in our region. 

Nurses and healthcare assistants, 
who are members of RCN Eastern, 
have told us of many disturbing 
examples where patient care has 
suffered due to the pressures faced by 
staff and healthcare services. 

These include staff being asked to 
discharge vulnerable patients despite 
care not being in place for them in the 
community. Dying patients have been 
moved from ward to ward to free up 
beds. Ambulances and hospital car 
parks have had to stand in as makeshift 
treatment areas. 

While the weather might be 
improving, we see no sign of a 
reduction in the pressures being 
experienced by hospitals and the staff 
who work tirelessly to prop up services. 
Winter pressures are now year-round 
pressures. 


Evidence shows that the number of 
registered nurses has a direct impact on 
outcomes for patients, and poor staffing 
levels seriously impact on patient care. 

Safe staffing must remain at the top 
of the Government's health agenda. 
Failure to acknowledge its importance 
and act to protect staffing levels is a 
mistake the NHS simply cannot afford.

Cheveley 


A MEETING of the parish council 
was held in the community room at 
Cheveley School. 

It was attended by several 
members of the public and county 
and district Cllr Mathew Shuter 
and in the absence of Cllr Richard 
Jackson was chaired by Cllr Claire 
El brow. 

MAC Construction have indicated 
that they will carry out remedial 
work to the surrounding areas of 
The Paddocks development site but 
have not yet, as promised, confirmed 
this in writing. The site manager has 
also indicated he will ensure the bin 
at the front of the site is emptied 
regularly. This has been a concern of 
a number of residents. 

Cllr Shuter reported that the 
county council element of the 
precept had increased by just 2 


per cent while that of the district 
council remained unaltered and for 
Cheveley Parish Council had been 
reduced by 1 per cent. This resulted 
in an overall increase of 1.7% in 
Cheveley. 

The Speed Watch scheme had 
two new volunteers from the North 
Ward. There will be a training 
session on March 22 and further 
operations soon. 

Cllr Ian Jackson reported on a 
meeting with Cheveley Primary 
School to discuss future use of 
facilities at the recreation ground 
and pavilion. The school would like 
to make greater use of the area and 
to assist in this, it was agreed that 
they should be given a set of keys 
to the toilet facilities, and when 
appropriate white lining will be 
put down for a rounders pitch and 
running lines. The school is keen to 
work alongside the parish council to 


encourage more parents to park at 
the recreation ground at either end 
of the school day rather than use the 
roads around the school. 

It was agreed to have a comments 
book in the pavilion so that anyone 
hiring it could make suggestions of 
how the facilities could be improved. 
The fire service will be asked to 
carry out a fire risk assessment of the 
premises. 

It was clarified by the clerk that 
anyone wishing to hire a bouncy 
castle for a function in the recreation 
ground will have to arrange liability 
insurance and produce confirmation 
of this. A representative of the 
supplier will also have to be in 
attendance at all times that it 
remained at the location. 

Various tree work had been 
carried out at the cemetery and new 
trees would be delivered in order to 
be planted at the Spring Clear Up 


being held on Saturday, March 25, 
at 10 am. 

Minor repair work is needed on 
the war memorial and it was agreed 
to carry this out following receipt of 
quotations. 

Several excellent nominations had 
been received for the McCalmont 
Cup which is awarded annually for 
service to the parish. These were 
considered and the person selected 
will be presented with the cup at the 
annual Cheveley Parish Meeting on 
Tuesday, April 25, at the community 
room of Cheveley School.

Corrie’s dad praises 
incredible progress

THE father of Corrie McKeague has 
praised the “incredible progress” of 
the police at a landfill site where de¬ 
tectives are searching for the miss¬ 
ing airman’s body. 

Martin McKeague, 48, and his 
wife Trisha, 54, travelled from Fife 
to the rubbish tip at Milton, near 
Cambridge, where officers are look¬ 
ing for the 23-year-old. 

Suffolk police also confirmed last 
week that Corrie’s mother, Nicola 
Urquart, had made a private visit to 
the site, which is guarded by secu¬ 
rity 24 hours a day. 

Mr McKeague said: “I’m humbled 
by their efforts, and the words to de¬ 
scribe how indebted we are to these 
people escape me. 

“It was a very emotional day for us 
and it’s not getting any easier. 

“I can’t believe the incredible pro¬ 
gress this team has made from last 
week to this week. 

“The way in which the Suffolk 
police have conducted this investi¬ 
gation, and the order in which they 
prioritised their searches, has and 
continues to be logical and profes¬ 
sional.” 

Officers in white suits and breath¬ 
ing masks have now spent nearly 
two weeks searching for Cor¬ 
rie’s body and have already sifted 
through hundreds of tonnes of rot¬ 
ting waste. 

Corrie has not been seen since a 


night out in Bury St Edmunds in 
September. 

Last seen entering a cul-de-sac, 
police fear he somehow ended up in 
a bin that was picked up by a waste 
lorry. 

It recently emerged that a mistake 
in the amount of rubbish measured 
in the bin lorry from where the miss¬ 
ing airman was last seen means he 
could have been carried away to the 
Milton landfill site. 

The lorry was initially thought to 
have collected an 11kg (24lb) load 
but was later found to have been 
carrying 100kg (15V2 stone). Offic¬ 
ers started searching the 10,000 sq ft 
rubbish site at the beginning of last 
week. 

Detectives have so far spent more 


than £300,000 in their search to find 
Corrie, making it one of the most ex¬ 
pensive ever carried out by Suffolk 
and Norfolk Constabularies. 

Corrie’s family have also raised 
more than £50,000 to draft in pri¬ 
vate investigators to help and have 
organised three private searches in 
their desperate hunt for clues. 

Since the landfill search began, 
Corrie’s mum has apologised for up¬ 
setting people who have supported 
the search for her son. 

She said: “To see people care 
about my son as much as I do, it 
means a lot. I cannot explain how 
this is making me feel right now.” 

Nicola will be organising a sum¬ 
mer concert to say Thank you’ to the 
people who have searched for him.

MORE people are living in 
poverty in the East of England, 
with increasing numbers of 
people of worldng age affect¬ 
ed, according to a report. 

New figures published by 
the Department for Work and 
Pensions show the number of 
children and pensioners liv¬ 
ing in poverty is on the rise in 
most parts of the UK. 

In East Anglia, the propor¬ 
tion of working age people in 
relative poverty - after hous¬ 
ing costs (AHC) have been 
paid - is a cause for concern, 
increasing from 17 per cent 
in 2014/15 to 18 per cent in 
2015/16. 

Relative poverty is when a 
person doesn’t have enough 
income to allow for the aver¬ 
age standard of living in the 
place they live. It is considered 
the best way to measure pov¬ 
erty in any given country. 

In East Anglia, more than 
a fifth (21 per cent) of people 
are living in relative poverty 
after they have paid for hous¬ 
ing costs. 

That means about 1.1m

people across the region can’t 
afford an average standard of 
living. 

The AHC poverty measure 
reflects the impact of higher 
housing costs, which is espe¬ 
cially significant in Cambridge 
and its surrounding areas, 
where affordable housing re¬ 
mains an issue. 

East Anglia’s figure is only 1 
per cent below the UK average 
- 22 per cent nationwide were 
in relative poverty after paying 
housing costs in 2015/16. 

That’s 14 million people in 
the UK, half a million more 
than in 2014/15, who now 
struggle to afford a good qual¬ 
ity of life. 

Inequality has also in¬ 
creased since 2014/15, as the 
incomes of those on low sala¬ 
ries saw more modest growth 
compared to those in top jobs. 

Four million children are 
reported to be living in pov¬ 
erty, up from 3.9m in 2014/15, 


and the number of pension¬ 
ers experiencing hardship has 
jumped from 1.6m in 2014/15 
to 1.9m in 2015/16. 

Responding to the statis¬ 
tics, chief executive of Child 
Poverty Action Group Alison 
Garnham said: “The Prime 
Minister spoke about injustice 
on entering Downing Street 
but there is no greater burning 
injustice than children being 
forced into poverty as a result 
of government policy and no 
greater damage to our long 
term prosperity than failing to 
invest in our children. 

“These figures are grim but, 
according to independent ex¬ 
perts at the Institute for Fiscal 
Studies, the outlook for the 
next few years is bleaker. 

“Most worrying of all is that 
the Government seems to be 
in a state of denial. The last 
Budget failed to mention pov¬ 
erty even once. 

“Child poverty is rising be¬ 
cause ordinary families are 
stuck on low pay while living 
costs rise and family benefits 
are cut drastically.”

Two wards shut 
by sickness bug

TWO wards at West Suffolk 
Hospital have been shut in 
successive weeks following 
an outbreak of norovirus. 

Ward G5 was closed to new 
admissions last week after 
three cases of the bug were 
confirmed. 

The previous week, neigh¬ 
bouring ward G4 was also 
closed at the hospital in Bury 
St Edmunds after an out¬ 
break of the winter vomiting 
bug, but has since reopened. 

A hospital spokesperson 
could not comment on how 
the virus had spread, say¬ 
ing: “G4 and G5 are separate 
wards with different special¬ 
isms, with no shared staff 
and no direct access between 
them.” 

West Suffolk NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust is asking people 
who have had sickness and 
diarrhoea to stay away from 
the hospital until they have 
been symptom free for 48 
hours.

Rowan Procter, chief 
nurse, above, said: “Noro¬ 
virus is very infectious and 
every year there are cases in 
the community which trans¬ 
fer to the hospital. 

“Because the virus has an 
incubation period of a few 
days, people are often una¬ 
ware that they are carrying it 
until after they have passed 
it on. 

“We would advise anyone 
who has had diarrhoea or 
vomiting to stay away from 
the hospital for at least 48 


hours after they have recov¬ 
ered, even if they feel better. 
Otherwise, they run the risk 
of unknowingly passing the 
highly contagious illness on 
to someone who is already 
sick. 

“Anyone who visits the 
hospital should be vigilant 
and take care to clean their 
hands. If they are visiting the 
affected ward, they should 
use soap and water when 
they arrive and before they 
leave as the alcohol gel is not 
effective against this virus.” 

If people are worried about 
their symptoms they are 
urged to ring NHS on 111 
or visit their local pharmacy 
to receive advice, especially 
those at greater risk of dehy¬ 
dration from diarrhoea and 
vomiting such as children 
under the age of 5 or older 
people.

Ensure 
your bottle is topped up with either 
water or screen wash before taking 
your vehicle in for a test. 

4. Lights 

Whether its headlights or brake 
lights, check front, rear, brake, 
fog, indicator, registration plate 
and signals. If these are not fully 
operational they will fail the test, so 
replace bulbs where required. 

5. Brakes 

Check your brakes as you set off. 
Wear, corrosion and distortion will 
cause your vehicle to fail its MOT. If 
you hear any strange noises, or if your 
car pulls to one side, contact your 
local garage immediately. 

Mr Block said: "If motorists take 
the time to carry out simple checks 
beforehand, they can very easily 
avoid MOT failures. 

"By identifying the most common 
causes for these failures, motorists 
have a greater opportunity to pass first 
time. 

"If motorists do find they have any 
problems before their vehicle is due 
for an MOT, it's best to inform their 
garage ahead of time, so that any 
issues can be rectified in advance."
